| EDITORIAL 


As we wrote in this column two weeks 
ago, one of the key ingredients for club 
support is stability. 

Fans “grow” to the players and when there are 
mass changes to the team every year, the supporters 
feel alienated. 

However, stability is more important for a compet- 
ition. 

The Philips Soccer League should have put for- 
ward long-term plans and make an announcement 
about next year’s competition long before now. 

We appreciate that the continuation of the PSL has 

depended on sponsorship, but. rumours are not 
sre Ae 
At least an announcement is expected in the next 
two weeks. 
Stability. is also needed in the New South Wales 
State League, Last week, we reported exclusively on 
the possibility that mid-table club Yugal could fold 
because of financial trouble. 

This situation has happened before, and has come 
to be expected. Not only Yugal — a number of 
battling State League clubs have been struggling to 
ake ends meet, to pay their coaching and playing 
taff, and to pay their affiliation fees. 

How can a competition progress with such finan- 
cial trouble in some clubs? 
Also in the NSW State League this year, there have 
been two “amalgamations”, which have affected 
corey of the clubs involved and the League 
itself. 
Rockdale linden made the highest bid for the 
North Sydney Inter club, to effectively promote 
themselves from Second Division to State League — 
and they have found themselves struggling to keep 
up to State League standard. 

And of course there was the JM United experi- 
ment. After only a few months, Canberra’s Juventus 
club and the State League Inter Monaro club were 
granted a divorce.

Another competition which promised so much 
when it was inaugurated but has realised so little has 
been the Philips Cup. 

{t was going to be Australia’s answer to the English 
FA Cup, allowing for smaller State sides to challenge 
the cream of the Philips League. 

But, due. to bickering between administrations, 
the Cup was never a great success and was scrap 

for 1982 — then reintroduced recently with a diffe- 
rent name (Philips Challenge Cup) as a PSL-only 
affair, 

Games were seeded to draw the crowds, but it 
hasn't been successful — although it is premature to 
judge the reaction to the semi-finals and final which 
ave yet to be played. 

And the Philips League executive will have to have 
second thoughts about the preliminary rounds of 
the Cup for future years. 

’ Night games must surely be ruled out — at least 
for the mid-winter months. 

The attendance at the West Adelaide-Canberra 
quarter final at Hindmarsh Stadium on a recent 
Wednesday night crashed below the 1,000 mark. 

{twas a freezing night and hundreds of fans — and 
officials — did not emerge from the warmth of the 
bars for the second half. 

The situation was no different at Marconi Stadium 
for the Marconi-Leichhardt clash. Many fans re- 
treated to the club apparently to watch a replay of 
the World Cup Final while the game was in prog- 
ress! - 

While appreciating the plan to stage the competi- 
tion this year was a late one, the sponsor won't be 
interested if there isn’t more enthusiasm and thou- 
ght given to the format.

DEPARTURE FOR 
AUSTRALIA 


Back in 1977, Queens- 
land State League coach 
and boss of Grange Thistle, 
George Pagon, used his ex- 
pertise to entice the profes- 
sional warrior Hermiston to 
leave his beloved Scottish 
club, Aberdeen, and mi- 
grate to Australia with his 
family. 

So in March 1977, he 
began a new life and career 
in his newly-adopted 
country — Australia. 

From the cold of Scot- 
land, one James.Hermiston 
found himself enjoying a 
brand new world and life- 
style in the Queensland 
sunshine. 

In no time at all he made 
his presence felt in the 
Queensland. State League 
with Grange Thistle. 

Not only did he capture 
the imagination of State 
League followers, but very 
soon both Queensland PSL 
clubs, Brisbane Lions and 
City, became more and 
more aware of this new 
Scottish defender. 

In less than two years 
Hermiston became the idol 
of thousands of Queens- 
Jand junior players, not to 
mention the many thou- 
sands of PSL Soccer fans 
throughout Australia. 

It was quite obvious that 
such a valuable, experi- 
enced and reliable defender 
could not last long playing 
in State League as both 
Queensland PSL clubs sou- 
ght his services for 1977 —~ 
the inaugural year of PSL. 


JIMMY’S 
BACKGROUND 


Let’s go back a bit and 
te-trace Hermiston’s back- 
ground, 

Born: September..30, 
1947. 

Birthplace: Scotland, 
Edinburgh: 


Position: Full-back most-' -- 


ly, but for the Scottish Cup 
Final in 1970 against Celtic, 
Jimmy was pushed forward 
into the “‘engine-room” 
and played’as a midfield- 
distributor.: It:.certainly 
worked. as: Aberdeen: slau- 
ghtered Celtic 3-1 in one of 
the biggest Cup upsets for 


years. 

Clubs: Played for Aber- 
deen for 10 straight years. 

Honours: in Scotland: 
Two: Under: 23: caps; two 
Scottish: League ‘caps; 
selected in Scotland’s 1974 
World Cup squad of 40. 


‘Who was. a main influ- 
ence in your illustrious 
career? 

“Without a doubt Eddie 
Turnbull who was coach at 


Aberdeen. He was magnifi- 
cent. He was also a great 
player for Scotland. I owe 
much to Mr Turnbull. Just 
ask Eddie Thomson down 
there, he knows.” 

Who are some players 
you respect from the past? 

“ The German boy called 
Helmut Haller. He played 
for Juventus back in 1969 
when Aberdeen clashed wi- 
th them in a Cup Winners’ 
Cup match. I had to look 
after him. He was a real 
handful.” 


Now we're back in Bris- 
bane 1977. 

The race had started by 
the two Queensland PSL 
clubs for Hermiston’s 
services, and in fact it was 
Brisbane City that was 
successful. 

Hermiston played for 
Brisbane City in the PSL 
for 1977, but Lions never 
gave up their hunt for him 
and they eventually snared 
his services from 1978 to 
1981. 


RETIREMENT 
AND COMEBACK 


At the end of last season, 
Jimmy announced his re- 
tirement, satisfied with his 
playing career being over 
and was going to concen- 
trate all his efforts on his 
job as senior Physical Edu- 
cation instructor with the 
Queensland Police 


Academy, as well as devote 
more time to juniors in his 
position as Queensland Di- 
rector of Coaching for 
Juniors. 

But: his old PSL club, 
Brisbane. City, struck trou- 
bled: waters. atthe begin- 
ning of this season. With 
the loss of their two key 
players to St George, 
David: Ratcliffe and Paul 
Wilkinson, City found 
themselves struggling. 

What..was the answer? 
Jim Hermiston, agreed. Ci- 
ty’s directors. 

Brisbane City ap- 
proached. Hermiston. and 
laid it.on the line that they 
were. in trouble and badly 
needed him. Hermiston be- 
ing. the: nice, kind-natured 
bloke: that he is, polished 
up: his old boots again and

What were they? 

“Well I’ve won the 
Queensland Caltex 
Sportsman of the Month 
Award twice, the first time 
Soccer has won it.

1977. 

“The same year we won 
the Philips Cup Final. That 
was a good thrill for me as 
well. 

“And in 1980 I won the 
PSL Player of the Year 
Award. It was a great 
honour for me and Queens- 
land. I was very proud for 
that. 

“And of course we won 
the Philips Cup again last 
year with Brisbane Lions. I 
was given the Man of the 
Match Award for that one 
too.

Hermiston is a clear 
thinker with immense 
product knowledge.

From the sweeper’s posi- 
tion, Hermiston’s immacu- 
late reading ability enables 


him to turn defence into 
attack in a flash. 

From the back he has the 
skills to knock 50-metre 
balls with geometric preci- 
sion and send his strikers 
away. He makes it look all 
so easy, 

His personal. perform- 

ance, ever so consistent, 
has a contagious. effect. to 
the other back-four mem- 
bers, thus inspiring them to 
greater levels of perform- 
ance. 
He is a quiet, well- 
measured. driver, adding 
thrust and spirit to the clubs 
he is involved with. 

When: cross-balls: come 
into Hermiston’s’ penalty 
area, forget it. He-is 
unbeatable in aerial battles. 

On the floor, he will read 
you: out: well, before he 
commits his tackle. But 


-above: all; Hermiston: will 


always go into his tackle 
with superb style: as: his:in- 
tentions are-to: come: away. 
with the ball, not to just 
crunch the striker with 
crude, vicious, up-ending 


challenges which we so of- 
ten see from raw butchers 
attempting to be Soccer 
players. 

Hermiston is the quality 
defender who has got it all. 
He is tough, but all class. 
Ask any PSL striker. 


PUSH JUNIORS 


What should Australia 
do to improve its Soccer 
overall? 

“Not hard that one. You 
must get the juniors throu- 
gh. Get them through ear- 
lier with really good 
coaches. 

“Tm talking about the 
ages of 14s, 15s and 16s. 
They are of great import- 
ance for the future of Au- 
stralian Soccer. 

“All these kids have to 
receive really good quality 


coaching to quicken their 


development and graduate 
them into the senior ranks 
much earlier than say 21 or 


“T say this because I have 
seen it all before. Too 
many kids lose interest if 
attention, and specialised 
attention at that, is not 
sustained in their direction. 

“This specialised coach- 
ing has to be directed in 
their area at an earlier age 
than has been in the past. 
By doing this you quicken 
their development, sustain 
their interest and hasten 
their graduation. 

“Another benefit of 
course is that with this new 
fresh blood coming through 
and pushing the seniors 
who are ahead of them, the 
seniors are kept on their 
toes as well. This develop- 
ment pressure coming 


through will do wonders for _ 


Australian Soccer overall. 
“Ali too often I have 
seen it in the’ past. Kids 
miss out: along the’ line. 
Don’t you agree? 
“I have: been made Di- 
rector Of Queensland 


Junior Coaching: and thus’ 


I'm most. concemed in this 
area.” 

Have. you. seen many 

players in Queensland that 
have a great future in Au- 
stralian Soccer? 
“No, not too many. But 
that: means nothing really.

What are your plans for 
the future? Especially for 
next year? 

“T only came back to PSL 
Soccer because Brisbane 
City was in trouble. I came 
back because they. were 
kind enough to consider me 
to do a job for them. I was 
grateful for that. I do not 
play for the money. Foot- 
ball means so much more to 
me than the money-factor. 

“But, having said that, I 
can’t see myself playing 
again next year at this 
stage.” 

What would help lift PSL 
crowds? 

“Sydney City is always.at 
the top yet are watched by 
only a few. That is a real 
shame. 

“Attacking Soccer is a 
must. People have to be 
entertained more these 
days.” 


AGAINST GUEST

“One thing I do NOT 
believe in is guest players. 

“Clubs bring out stars for 
a short time to try to make 
a quick buck, and they are 
harming their cause. 

“A guest ‘player upsets 
the overall balance of the 
team. A player has to be 
dropped to make way for 
the star, and the moment 
the star leaves to go back 
overseas, that dropped club 

~ player is expected to come 
back with all. the enthu- 
siasm and club loyalty he’s 
got. 

“Really, how can: he? 
Sure a player: must have 
club loyalty. But it cuts bo- 
th ways,:A: club: must also 
show some loyalty to the 
player. Don’t you think? 
“No, guest: players are 
not the answer. They only 
contribute to. causing .dis- 


this last World Cup? 

“Many things. But the 
Most important of course 
would have to be that you 
MUST attack. How impor- 
tant it is NOT to play de- 
fensive Soccer. Attacking 
football is the only way. 

“Ttaly was the best exam- 
ple. Sure they held back 
and waited for you. But 
they broke out and broke 
out very quickly. Always 
they got two or three into 
the box going forward. You 
have no chance up there on 
your own, You get shut- 
down easily. 

“Italy constantly threw 
men up-front and directed 
great offensive pressure.

NO LUCK FOR

Despite having a neutral referee and linesmen, 
Brisbane City had two goals in the space of 10 
minutes disallowed in their scoreless draw with 
Footscray at Spencer Park.

The first incident occurred after 30 minutes. 

The ball had been cleared from the Footscray penalty area 
and the defence followed it out. City fullback Steve Perry 
gathered the ball and chipped it back in. 

Bobby Hamilton sidefooted to Jim Hermiston who was 
waved onside by referee Power. Hamilton’s chip hit the 
crossbar, but he made no mistake with the rebound. 

Power whistled for a goal and linesman Manny Loupis ran 


Footscray players. Loupis then signalled to speak to Power and 
after a short consultation the goal was disallowed and a free 
kick was given to Footscray. 

“T did ftot see the flick on by Hamilton and as far as I was 
concerned Hermiston was onside when Perry chipped the 
ball,” Power said explaining his decision. 

The second incident in the 40th minute also resulted in a goal 
being disallowed because of offside. City winger Joe Palinkas 
put a corner over which Frank Liddell headed in from the edge 
of the penalty box. City striker Bevan Bohan, close to the goal, 
jumped for the ball and flicked it into the net. 

According to linesman Loupis, Bohan was “five or six inches 
offside” when he made the header. The City players claim the 
linesman did not see a Footscray player standing behind the far 
post, who was in fact Bohan’s marker. 

But as was the story the previous week, City had so many 
chances to win the match, the disallowed goals should not have 
mattered.

“WHERE IS THE REFEREE?” 


The greatest satisfaction | think we some- 
times get from refereeing, is when those 
same young players at the end of the game 
come up to you and say “thanks ref”. 


They appreciate having an official referee, and 
it is nice to get a kind word now and again, for 
there will be times when you will ask yourself ‘Is 
it all worth it?” 

The abuse, travelling to the different grounds, 
refereeing three or more games on a cold and 
sometimes wet day, thinking you have refereed 
well, only to receive the inspector’s report which 
might not be as good as you had hoped for. 

But the real test is in being able to take it on the 
chin, saying to yourself: “| am going to reach the 
top’ and let’s hope that you will achieve your 

jal.

After reading “Readers’ Forum” of the 29-6- 
82, | find that the vast majority of letters deal 
with what | believe is the major drawback to 
the progression of football in Australia, politi- 
cally or racially-based clubs, ie. ethnic clubs. 

John Hedison’s article “Wanted 200,000 
Soccer Supporters” fails to come to the crux 
of the problem with regard to the gap that 
exists between junior clubs and Australia’s 
senior PSL clubs. 

The senior clubs fail in the most basic 
essence of a club, union or society; that they 
should represent the people from whom they 
wish to gain support. In Australia’s case the 
vast majority of clubs represent a minority of 
those who either play or enjoy the spectacle 
of Soccer. They represent the need of a by- 
gone era, an age where an afternoon at the 

occer was a chance for new arrivals from a 
distant land to meet and discuss old times and 
each other's problems in the new country. 

Australian Soccer today has progressed far 
beyond that with its vast junior networks and 
greater public awareness of Soccer as the 
world’s game. Yet the clubs at senior level are 
still those that existed for the needs of the 
Soccer population of the ’50s and ‘60s. 

| would like to put forward this hypothetical 
situation. If the present Sydney PSL clubs 
were to be replaced by wellonpnised clubs 


representing hie following major Sydney Soc- 
cer areas: Bankstown-Canterbury; Suther- 
land; Ku-ring-gai; Penrith; Blacktown; then | 
know that Mr Hedison’s lost legion of 200,000 
would be found. 

These clubs, due to their broader base of 
support, would find it far easier to gain 
commercial media coverage, sponsorship, 
closer association with junior clubs and in the 
longer term the support needed for profes- 
sional football in this country. 

As an example, | put forward the deeds 
achieved by Blacktown City in its short period 
as a member of the PSL, where it gained great 
support from all areas of the media: all back- 
grounds, and above all, good crowds.
